Several times recently 1 have 

watehed Greek -Army com- 
inanders in the field with difti- 
‘culty restraining their infuriat- 
ed troops from crossing the 
Albanian frontier.

Rested and — re-equipped, the 
gucrillus would be launched back 
Into Greek territory at strategic 
points along the frontier. Often 
Greek Army formations — found 
their flank or year attacked b;

It is no unusual thing for 
Gicek troops near the fronticr 
to be fired on by = guerilla and 
Albanian frontier troops located 
inside Albanian territory. 

Striving strictly to observe In- 
ternational © Law and abide by 
the resolutions of the United 
Nations Gencral Assembly the 
Greck Army is unable to follow 
the guerillas and destroy them 
and their bases, urlable even to 
fire back when shot at from 
across the frontier.

The joint Chiefs of Staff 
of the United States Armed 
Forces ‘at present visiting 
Europe to discuss the milit- 
ary organisation of the At- 
lantic Pact, have met the 
British Chiefs of Staff in 
London and Paris.

Within a week or two at the 
most, the Pact will come 
into force, and it will be 
necessary to establish a 
Council and a Committee of 
Defence as Jaid down’ in 
article Fight. 

It will be necessary to 
work out a common defen- 
sive plan for all the Atlantic 
Powers and provide the 
machinery of co-operation 
and consultation, The Powers 
must decide whether to con- 
struct one single all-embrac- 
ing organisation to include 
all members of the Patt, or 
whether to rely on three 
or four regional groups only 
loosely bound together. 

Since the whole purpose

In Geneva Ending 


Geneva, August 6. 
A conference of 73 nations preparing a new Red 
Cross convention to protdct civilians in the 
light of total war is nearing the ond of three 
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months of work here. 


Delegates and observers from nearly every country 


in the world, from Afghanistan to Yugoslavia, 
are also revising three existing Geneva con- 
ventions on treatment of, prisoners of war. 


Delegations include the United 
States and nearly all the Western 
Powers, Russia and the countries 
of Eastern Europe, Asia, Tatin 
America and the Vatican, Japan 
Is represented by observers “but 
Germany wos not invited on the 
grounds it has yet no yovern- 
ment. 

After three morkhs of discus- 
sion, a conference committee 
adopted the most .controversli 
article in the convention on 
civilians. This says signatories 
may set up security zones for 
the wounded, sick, aged, Children 
under 15, expectant mothers and 
mothers of very young children, 

The oripinal text on which the 
conference Is working wus 
drawn up by the International 
Red Cross and went further. It 
suid contracting parties shall 
endeavour to set up such zones. 


Britain Cautious 

The Russians, who for years 
assailed the Red Cross as reac: 
tionary, have stood eolldly 
against any watering down of 
the orlginal text of the IRC 
draft convention, The Sritlah 
delegation has been the most 
cautious, atid the United States 
has ‘usually taken a middle 
course between the two cx- 
tremes, 

The atomic bomb has presum- 
ably been uppermost in every’ 
delepute’s mind since the con- 
ference opened. It was not men- 
tloned specifically, however, un- 
til recently, when the Russinns 
Introduced a resolution asking 
the conference to outlaw atomic 
weapons as well as bilogical and 
chemical warfare. The  pro-' 
posal is expected to die in com- 
mittee on grounds such lNmita~ 
{lon of warfare belongs to the 
field of The Hague Conventions 
‘on rules of war. 

Earlier the Russians 
unsuccessful fight to have the 
convention outlaw ‘orture and 
other means of- exterminating 
populations. This would rule out 
bombing of civilians and was 
opposed by the Western Powers. 

Another controversial item was 
a proposal to extend to partisans
